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- Commuter train strikes resident’s vehicle 


Tragic accident under investigation in Wilmington

WILMINGTON — On Fri- 
day, Jan. 21, 2022, a woman 
was struck and killed by an 
inbound Haverhill Line train 
near the North Wilmington 
MBTA Station. 

According to a statement 
released by the Middlesex 
District Attorney’s Office, the 
victim is identified as Rob- 
erta Sausville, 68, of Wilming- 
ton. 

Preliminary investigations 
suggest that just after 5:50 
p.m. on Friday, Sausville was 
driving eastbound on Middle- 
sex Avenue in Wilmington when 
an inbound train struck the 
driver’s side of the victim's 


vehicle. 

Sausville was pronounced 
dead at the scene. 

While the investigation re- 
mains active, preliminary 
findings suggest human error 
may be the primary focus of 
the investigation. 

In a statement released by 
MBTA General Manager Steve 
Poftak, he confirmed a Keolis 
signal maintainer was per- 
forming regularly scheduled 
testing of the railroad cross- 
ing safety system less than an 
hour before Friday’s collision 
on. Middlesex Avenue. 

Poftak’s statement also sug- 
gests that the MBTA’s prelim- 
inary findings were that the 
safety system was not return- 
ed to its normal operating 


mode following the test. 

Failure to return to a normal 
operating mode could result in 
train crossing gates to delay 
in coming down when needed. 

The Keolis signal maintain- 
er has since been put on ad- 
ministrative leave - pending 
this investigation. 

Local politicians, Senate Mi- 
nority Leader Bruce Tarr, Rep- 
resentative David Robertson, 
and Representative Kenneth 
Gordon released a joint state- 
ment regarding the North 
Wilmington MBTA Commuter 
Rail accident. : 

The statement said, in part, 
“We are saddened by the loss 
of Roberta Sausville in this 
tragic accident and our condo- 
lences go out to her family, 


friends, and the Wilmington 
community.” 

The representatives added, 
“There needs to be a full un- 
derstanding of, and accounta- 
bility for, the events that caused 
the death of Ms. Sausville.” 

The statement also confirms 
that the representatives will 
be in close contact with the 
local fire and police depart- 
ments to ensure public safety 
in the North Wilmington 
MBTA Station area. 

The Wilmington Board of Sel- 
ectmen also released a state- 
ment to the public regarding 
the North Wilmington Commu- 
ter Rail incident offering their 
deepest condolences to the 
family and friends of the vic- 
tim. 


The selectmen also stated, 
“The board will be demanding 
answers from the MBTA as to 
why safety features at the 
North Wilmington crossing 
reportedly did not activate 
and assurance from the 
MBTA that procedures are in 
place to maintain operability 
of the crossing arms and 
lights at their rail crossing.” 

The investigation into this 
deadly accident is active and 
ongoing, being conducted by 
the Middlesex District Attor- 
ney’s Office, Massachusetts 
State Police Detectives as- 
signed to the DA’s Office, 
Wilmington Police Depart- 
ment, MBTA Transit Police 
Department, and the Federal 
Railroad Administration.

WILMINGTON — Town 
Manager Jeff Hull deliv- 
ered the budget presen- 
tation for next year dur- 
ing the Board of Select- 
men meeting on Monday 
night. He started by rec- 
ognizing that the COVID- 
19 pandemic continues to 
present challenges and 
appreciating the efforts 
of the Board of Health in 
that regard. 

The four major cate- 
gories of spending he 
shared were for the 
town’s school budget, 
shared costs, general 
government, and_ the 
Shawsheen Tech. He men- 
tioned some increased 
costs from inflation for 
services like heating fuel 
and materials to treat 
roadways, long-term em- 
ployees retiring, and 
costs to pay for WCTV 
and recycling and trash. 

He also included three 
areas where they al- 


ready cut costs in the 
proposed plan: $326,000 
in health insurance, 
$350,000 in overtime for 
the fire department, and 
$50,000 in Veterans Ser- 
vices. The savings from 
the Veterans Services 
department would be 
more accurate, and he 
believed health insur- 
ance to have gone down 
due to COVID-19. 

Areas of revenue would 
be new growth from 
things like equipment 
purchased and business- 
es changing their corpo- 
rate status, several de- 
velopment projects near- 
ing completion, and mo- 
tor vehicle excise. He 
also expected local aid to 
be the same next year as 
it has been this. year. 

As he moved onto the 
school budget, Hull said 
that education is one of 
the most important serv- 
ice provisions offered by 
the town. The school bud- 
get would be going up by 
2.5 percent for next year, 


for a total of $45,935,465. 
Proposed salary costs 
were increasing by $1 
million. He called out ad- 
ditional costs of a spe- 
cial education teacher 
and extra resources for 
social-emotional learn- 
ing while also noting 
that enrollment has con- 
tinued to decline since 
2007. 

However, he reported 
that Superintendent Dr. 
Glenn Brand is aware 
staffing hasn’t: declined 
with enrollment, but 
they’ll look at staffing 
requirements going for- 
ward. 

Together, the budget for 
Wilmington schools and 
the Shawsheen tech make 
up 40 percent of the 
town’s budget. For the 
Tech alone, which Hull 
called an “appealing al- 
ternative to the high 
school,” the cost for the 
town would increase by 
$527,000 next year. This, 
he explained, was mostly 
due to enrollment being 


anticipated to increase. 

A challenge for the town 
this year has been hold- 
ing and bringing in new 
personnel. Hull men- 
tioned they’ve seen a lot 
of retirements and turn- 
over. Combined with in- 
creases to minimum 
wage, it’s been hard to 
establish competitive sa- 
laries and retain employ- 
ees. 

He’s budgeted $60,000 
to contract a grant wri- 
ter and still seek a Plan- 
ner/Economic Develop- 
ment Coordinator. They’re 
looking to add another 
patrol officer to the po- 
lice department, fully 
fund eight firefighters 
from the SAFER Grant, 
and upgrade the part- 
time fire department 
clerk to full-time. 

The funds for - these. 
items would come from 
three sources: the tax 
levy, free cash, and the 
capital stabilization fund. 
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Superintendent, others deliver 
budget presentation to School Com.

WILMINGTON — Wil- 
mington Superintendent 
Dr. Glenn Brand and 
other district leaders de- 
livered the complete su- 
perintendent’s recom- 
mended budget for fiscal 
year 2023 to the School 
Committee last Wednes- 
day night. 

Brand opened with con- 
text saying that the en- 
rollment projection for 
next year was just over 
2,700 students. The pro- 
posed budget, he said, is 
meant to satisfy all of 
their objectives, includ- 
ing staffing commit- 
ments, transportation, 
and the strategic plan 
goal around diversity, 
equity, and inclusion. 

Assistant Superinten- 
dent of Curriculum and 
Professional Develop- 
ment Christine Elliot dis- 
cussed additions in cur- 
riculum for language 
word study program for 


ee | 


grades 3-5, intervention 
and assessment resour- 
ces, and a k-5 social stu- 
dies program license. In 
professional  develop- 


ment, they’d pursue con- - 


sultants for their new 
programs, a Salem State 
collaborative __ license, 
and a k-5 reading profes- 
sional develop video re- 
source. This budget also 
accounted for substitute 
salaries and textbooks. 
School Committee mem- 
ber David Ragsdale asked 
about the decisions to 
continue the k-5 science 
and social studies pro- 
grams. With science, E]l- 
liott said that they needed 
more time before they’d 
consider a new offering, 
and the social studies 
option had been selected 
through careful research. 
Director of Student 
Support Services Alice 
Brown-LeGrand explain- 
ed that the pandemic 
brought with it increases 
in special education re- 
ferrals, behavioral needs, 


academic challenges, 
and mental health needs. 
They also saw quite a 
few recent student move- 
ins with IEPs. 

Proposed __ personnel 
changes included adding 
a team chairperson, a 
special education teach- 
er at the middle school, 
and a school counselor 
at the Woburn Street. 
This would ensure that 
all students receive their 
services from certified 
special education teach- 
ers. 

Melissa Plowman ask- 
ed how educational as- 
sistants receive profes- 
sional development. 
Brown-LeGrand men- 
tioned that it’s hard to 
get all of them together 


due to schools ending for . 


the day at different times, 
but they had some train- 
ing from SEEM Colla- 
borative and McLean 
Hospital representatives. 

Director of Technology 
and Digital Learning 
Ken Lorde then went into 


his budgetary items. The 
capital items they pro- 
posed taking on next 
year for replacement in- 
clude high school and 
elementary projectors, 
wi-fi networks and net- — 
work switches, and inter- 
com systems. They also 
asked for $17 per student 
toward library books. 

Jesse Fennelly asked 
why there was so much 
variation in the total 
between the next few 
years in the 5-year capi- 
tal plan. Lord responded 
that it depended on the 
age of the equipment. 

“Everything in this 
year and next year is fail- 
ing now,” he said. 

He also mentioned that 
the district does their 
best to use equipment to 
its full and purchase por- 
table items that can be 
easily moved and rein- 
stalled.

Even though the IRS 
issues most refunds in less than 21 days, it’s possible a 
refund may take longer. If the IRS needs more 
information to process a tax return, the agency will 
contact the taxpayer by mail. Taxpayers should also 
consider the time it takes for the banks to post the 
refund to the taxpayer’s account.

‘The Night Watchman’

Winner of the 2021 Pu- 
litzer Prize for Fiction, 
Louise Erdrich’s usual 
character-driven powers 
are in full force here. Told 
from the points of view of 
Thomas, a leader of the 
Turtle Mountain Reserva- 
tion tribe of Ojibwe people 
in Montana, and Patrice, a 
worker in a jewelry bear- 
ing plant, the struggles to 
stay warm and fed are 
seemingly insurmountable 
until, in 1953, a proposal is 
made to "terminate" the 
tribe's treaties with the 
federal government and to 
sell off the tribe's land. 

Thomas knows that the 
action would mean the 
destruction and scattering 
of the tribe to the Twin 
Cities, and he calls upon 
every resource. to fight 
and win the case. Patrice 
is also grieving the disap- 
pearance of her elder sis- 


ter Vera, who took off to 
the cities to get married 
and is abandoned and kid- 
napped. 

The most charming mis- 
fit is Millie, a serious stu- 
dent of anthropology who 
lives constrained by her 
autism limitations and 
boundaries until she is 
called upon to bring the 
results of her studies to 
the hearing in Washing- 
ton, with Thomas and Pa- 
trice. 

An incredible and often 
forgotten historical event 
occurs the day before the 
hearing, and Thomas be- 
comes ill right afterwards. 
The story is based on the 
author's grandfather's 
honorable life, and the ten- 
sion of not knowing if he 
will be successful shadows 
the lovely portraits of fam- 
ilies of the reservation.

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Selectmen show 
sympathy for victim 
of train incident

WILMINGTON — The 
Board of Selectmen 
showed their sympathy 
for the unfortunate pass- 
ing of Roberta Sausville 
Devine and their commit- 
ment to safety for all Wil- 
mington residents at the 
beginning of their meet- 
ing on Monday night. 
They observed a moment 
of silence for Sausville De- 


vine, 68 year-old Wilming-° 


ton resident, who died 
tragically on Jan. 21 after 
her car was hit by the 
train at the North Wil- 
mington railroad cross- 


Each board member 
took a chance to address 


_ the tragedy and express 


their condolences. Judy 
O’Connell remarked that 
she had read comments 
online about the great 
person Sausville Devine 
was. She said she appre- 
ciated the first respon- 
ders who had responded 
to the scene. 

An issue she brought up 
was that the board had 
asked the MBTA to pro- 
vide an attendant at the 
train station for extra 
coverage, but no one had 
been present when she 
stopped by there several 
times on Sunday. She 
said that the MTBA’s re- 
sponse was unacceptable 
and she is ready to be 
persistent in the pursuit 
of what occurred and 
what safety measures 
were and now will be in 
place. 

Chair Lilia Maselli went 
into further detail about 
the meeting between her- 
self, the MBTA, State 
Representative Dave Rob- 
ertson, State Senator 
Bruce Tarr, and Town 
Manager Jeff Hull. She 
said they formally re- 
quested an MBTA repre- 
sentative be present in the 
bungalow, possibly from 
Monday through Wednes- 
day of this week, to give 
residents a sense of com- 
fort. However, the MBTA 
couldn’t make a promise 


during their call and 
didn’t get back to them. 

In addition, she heard 
from MBTA General Ma- 
nager Steve Poftak, who 
said that although inves- 
tigations are ongoing, 
they believe the crash to 
have been caused by 
human error. She said 
she was encouraged that 
there would be multiple 
steps of corrective ac- 
tion and updates in the 
future. 

Hull added onto that, 
saying their correspon- 
dence with the MBTA 
suggested they were sup- 
posed to have a repre- 
sentative there on Sun- 
day, although he didn’t 
personally check on that. 

Gary DePalma _ also 
commented . that the 
MBTA and Keolis failed 
to support the communi- 
ty, but he asked everyone 
not to pass judgment on 
the employee who was 
working during the acci- 
dent before they know 
what happened. He said 
he appreciated the state 
delegation’s quick work 
setting up a meeting 
with the MBTA to start 
getting some answers. 

Greg Bendel assured 
the Sausville Devine fa- 
mily that the board has 
the same questions they 
have and looks forward 
to getting answers. He 
also reiterated that safe- 
ty is the board’s top pri- 
ority. He visited the sta- 
tion on Sunday and didn’t 
see an attendant either. 

Hull showed understand- 
ing for safety concerns of 
residents and drivers. 

“The thought that 
someone could be going 
about their daily busi- 
ness and stuck by a train 
is just jarring,” he said. 

He went on to say that 
the MBTA’s challenge will 
be to restore confidence 
in drivers at this and 
other railroad crossings. 
He stated there should be 
procedures in place that 
catch situations where 
someone fails to reset the 
safety systems. 

State Senator Bruce 


Tarr then spoke up, shar- 
ing condolences and 
commitment to ensuring 
that the situation is ad- 
dressed. He explained 
that preliminary result of 
the investigation said the 
issue stemmed from a 
failure to turn the safety 
system back on after a 
routine check. While they 
await the full results of 
further investigation from 
the MBTA Police, the 


Massachusetts State Po-\ 
lice, and the office of Dis- | 


trict Attorney Marian 
Ryan, he said they’re fo- 
cusing on requesting ex- 
tra presence and making 
sure the system is oper- 
ating appropriately now. 

“We all have a deep 
moral obligation to make 
sure that we do every- 
thing within our power to 
make sure it never hap- 
pens again.” 

State Representative 
Dave Robertson, on the 
phone, said that their pri- 
orities are in rebuilding 
community trust and re- 
visiting the maintenance 
requirements and over- 
sight. He reminded the 
board of some other re- 
cent issues with the 
Wildcat line with the 
gate being stuck up and a 
firetruck being blocked 
by the train which result- 
ed in loss of life. 

Tarr reiterated that 
their two goals are to 
ensure safety now and to 
ensure systematic change 
to the station so that the 
railroad crossings are 
safe. He also brought up 
the fact that the North 
Wilmington station per- 
mitted for the relocation 
of the platform to prevent 
issues with the train stop- 
ping traffic. 

“We don’t want to have 
to continue to revisit it; 


we want those issues re- . 


solved with finality so 
that we can all be assured 
that people can safely 
transit the area,” he said. 
The board and state del- 
egation all agreed that 
they looked forward to 
their joint efforts on the 
subject moving forward.

s the .war

the country, many of us 
have. had to adjust our 
lifestyles to accommo- 
date the safety precau- 
tions of the ongoing pan- 
demic. 

Many sports, hobbies

According to the trade 
publication of the toy 
industry, The Toy Book, 
50 million Squishmallows 
had been sold by Febru- 
ary of 2020. Just one year 
later, Jazwares, Kelly Toy’s 
parent company, report- 
ed that Squishmallow 
sales were more than 73 
million, and according to 
recent sales reports, 
Squishmallow sales have 
tripled in the past six 
months. 

So, one has to wonder 
what about these stuffed 
toys has made them so 
popular among not only 
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Saquishmaliows,

small children, but teens 
and adults alike. 

First we must go to the 
obvious. Squishmallows 


. have a simplistically cute 


design, and are ultra soft 
and huggable. 

During the ongoing 
pandemic when many 
have felt lonely, isolated 
and stressed, the Squish- 
mallow has been a wel- 
come friend. 

For children, they pro- 
vide cuddly companion- 
ship in the current, 
touch-starved reality of 
everyday life. 

For adults, the happy, 
friendly face of a Squish- 
mallow may be reminis- 
cent of the hope and joy 
of their childhood. 

These handfuls of hug- 
gable happiness are also 
reasonably priced, with 
an average price range 
of $4 to $40, depending on 
the size. 

However, this price 
range does not reflect 
the “scalper” prices of 
hard to find Squish- 
mallows that are often 
found on the internet. (It 
must be noted that this 
price gouging behavior is 
largely shamed by the 
Squishmallow-loving 
community. ) 

The large variety of 
styles and sizes may also 
be a contributing factor 
in their popularity. 
Squishmallows range in 
size from a small key- 
chain size to a large bean 
bag chair size, and 
many sizes in between. 

There are more than 
1,000 Squishmallow char- 
acters, each comes with 
their own name and indi- 
vidual back-story about 
hobbies, favorite foods, 
and special interests. 
Many .are holiday and 
seasonal themed, such as 
snowmen, reindeers, bun- 
nies, and summer fruits. 

The inclusivity of some 
of the bios of certain 


entertainment 


characters have also in- 
creased their popularity. 

While most characters 
are specifically male or 
female, others are gen- 
der neutral. Some have 
certain disabilities or un- 
usual _—_ circumstances, 
thus normalizing many 
different situations and 
lifestyles for the children 
that “adopt” them. 

Because each character 
is unique as to “who” they 
are, and not just “what” 
they are, some characters 
are much more sought 
after and more difficult to 
find. 

But perhaps the biggest 
draw of the Squishmal- 
low craze is “The Hunt.” 
Currently, lows are 
VERY hard to find at 
retailers, usually selling 
out of stock within a day 
or even within a few 
hours of hitting the retail 
floor. 

In a statement released 
by Kelly Toys regarding 
the difficulty in finding 
their product in stores, 
Kelly Toys stated, “The 
demand has _ outpaced 
the supply,” leading the 
company to try and up 
production to meet the 
demand. 

Another factor of “The 
Hunt” is that not every 
character is available at 
every retailer. Certain 
characters are exclusive 
to only one particular 
store chain, causing cus- 
tomers to go from retail- 
er to retailer looking for 
certain characters. 

Social media has also 
been a driving force in 
the Squishmallow craze. 

Tik-Tok alone has had 
over 2 billion Squish- 
mallow related video 
views, producing the 
nick-name Squish-Tok by 
many of their fans. 

Instagram and Face- 
book are also a part of 
the Squish-push, creating 
groups specifically desig-

For those who remem- 
ber the TY Beanie Baby 
boom of the 1990s, you 
may be feeling a little 
deja vous. 

Just like Squishmal- 
lows, Beanie Babies came 
with a tag telling you the 
name of your new, stuf- 
fed friend. 

Beanie Babies were al- 
so popular with children 
and adults, but perhaps 
for a different reason. 

Beanie Babies were 
also hard to find, but 
mostly because they 
were famously and peri- 
odically “retired” to cre- 
ate a scarcity in the mar- 
ket, causing the prices to 
skyrocket. 

People began to invest 
thousands of dollars into 
a falsely created invest- 
ment bubble, stocking

lection as an investment, 
but rather a source of 
comfort. and entertain- 
ment. 

The true Squishmallows 
collector considers their 
Squishmallows as friends, 
or pets, and lovingly dis- 
plays their Squishmallow 
friends on their bed, car 
dashboard, or quietly, but 
conspicuously, in the 
background of their 
Zoom meeting. If a col- 


across a. hard-to-find, 
rare Squishmallow, it may 
be proudly displayed on 
social media, but never 
hidden in a closet for a 
profitable resale. 

Regardless of the rea- 
son for this newest toy 
obsession, the Squish- 
mallow craze seems to 
be here to stay. 

In our current state of 
loneliness and uncertain- 
ty, there are far worse 
ways to brush the pan- 
demic blues away than 
looking forward to. find- 
ing the latest release of 
Squishmallow friends.

2021 marked the 100-year 
anniversary of the closing of 
Penikese Island in Buzzard’s 
Bay, off the coast of Massa- 
chusetts. From November 
1905 to March 1921, the State 
of Massachusetts adminis- 
tered a hospital for people 
with Hansen’s Disease (for- - 
merly known as leprosy) on 
the barren 74-acre island, 
midway between Martha’s 
Vineyard and New Bedford. 

To commemorate the cen- 
tennial of the closing of the 
Penikese Leprosarium in 
1921, the Public Health Mu- 
seum in Tewksbury hosted a 
series of events to share the 
story of Hansen’s disease 
and to work to dispel the 
stigma that was wrongly as- 
signed to this dermatological 
condition. The museum 
hosted a discussion about 
Pam _ Fessler’s book,

Carville’s Cure, as part of the 
series, co-moderated by Dr. 
Julia K. Benedetti of the 
New England Hansen’s Dis- 
ease Clinic at Lahey in 
Burlington. 

Dr. Benedetti demystified 
the disease which, in the ear- 
liest days of our country, re- 
sulted in people being 
banished to colonies and de- 
monized due to the misun- 
derstanding of the condition. 
The National Leprosarium at 
Carville, Louisiana, was just 
one of several places where 
persons with leprosy were 
sent. Another was Penikese. 

Benedetti explained that 
the disease is caused by My- 
cobacterium leprae, and is 
thought to be transmitted, in 
the US, primarily through 
contact with armadillos. Le- 
sions on the skin are just one 
indication of the disease - 
other impacts include eye 
and nervous system

Once upon a time there 
was a film that didn't know 
what it was. A romantic 
comedy? Perhaps. A period 
drama? A fairy tale? A 
tween fantasy mixed with 
royal intrigue? No matter. 
Producers threw a lot of 
cash at the film and filled it 
with movie stars. That's why | 
we now have "The King's 
Daughter" and all the stars 
lived happily ever after, 
counting their money. 

January is often where 
bad films are stashed, but 
"The King's Daughter" isn't 
just bad, it's a cloying, 
cliched mess that's not 


worth even the slightest risk 
of contacting COVID-19 to 
see in theaters. Another 
clue? It was shot in 2014 and 
only released now. That 
raises confidence _ levels, 
huh? 

The film is set in 1684 at 
the Palace at Versailles and 
yet everyone weirdly has an 
upper-class: English accent 
and Tom Ford-like outfits. 
King Louis XIV has found an 
answer to outsmarting his 
own mortality: A mermaid. 
Yes, a mermaid — from the 
lost city of Atlantis, no less 
— which has the power of 
healing. He intends to suck 
out its life force during a 
solar eclipse, which every- 
one knows gives mermaid 


problems. _ 

Thanks to discoveries by 
the Norwegian Dr. Gerhard- 
Henrik Hansen in 1872, and 
subsequent antibiotic break- 
throughs in the 1960s, the dis- 
ease is highly treatable and 
symptoms can be controlled, 
and in some cases, elimi- 
nated. That said, the disease 
can sometimes be misdiag- 
nosed by even modern-day 
health care providers. 

“In some ways,” said 
Benedetti, “the disease has 
been forgotten.” 

While New England is not 
armadillo territory, Boston is 
a global crossroads and as 
such, people who may have 
had exposure from other 
parts of the world settle here, 
not knowing they have con- 
tracted the disease. Popula- 
tions in Brazil, Florida, 
Texas, and Louisiana, have 
higher _ incidences’ of 
Hansen’s disease due to their

interaction with armadillos 
or soil in an area with ar- 
madillos. 

Benedetti said that while 
Hansen’s disease is rare, 
cases are found locally. 

“We want people to know 
that we are here and can 
help them. The disease is not 


contagious once treated and — 


we have so many treatments 
available,” said Benedetti. 

Benedetti also addressed 
the elephant in the room: 
stigma. 

“Leprosy was so misun- 
derstood that people were 
sent away and isolated be- 
cause of it. It was a very 
dark time in the public 
health timeline, but also in 
society’s timeline. Just like 
the stigma of mental health 
or other diseases, we need 
work. to find treatments or 
cures both for the patient 
and for the _ society,” 
Benedetti said.

According to Benedetti, 95 percent of the 
world’s population is naturally immune to 
the disease, but patients - of which there 
are 2 to 3 million worldwide - still require 
access to medical treatment in order to 
manage symptoms.

Schamus use the kind of stilted, overcooked 
language that sounds weighty but really 
paper over a painful dishonesty.

Golf fixes can still hap- 
pen in winter time 

With so many indoor 
driving ranges throughout 
the area, it is not uncom- 
mon for the weekend club 
golfers to still be swinging 
away in search of perfecting 
their swing even in the win- 
ter months. 

Having trouble popping 
up your drive? Try this tip. 

Tee the ball up higher is 
a solution which seems 
counterintuitive. Why would 
you want to hit up more on 
the ball when you are al- 
ready hitting it too high? 
The answer was simple. Be- 
cause you may have been 
too steep (the root of many 
problems when it comes to 
the golf swing). With a steep 
angle of attack, the crown of 
the driver was what was 
making contact with the 
ball, and this made the ball 
pop straight into the air, not 
just because you were 
swinging underneath the 
ball. 

So the tip is you need to 
get shallower as the club 
head approached the ball in 
order to make the low point 
closer to the ball. 

But how can you do that? 
The fix is rather simple, and 
it all starts in the setup. 

When setting up to the 
ball, move the ball a touch 
forward in your stance. 
Then, you want to tilt your 
spine slightly away from the 
target into what’s called a 
“reverse K” position.

justments and some need- 
ing School Committee ap- 
proval. He also set a date 
for the committee’s vote 
on these recommenda- 
tions for Feb. 16. 

English Curriculum Team 
Leader Mia Parviainen 
offered two ideas for new 
English offerings: semi- 
nars or a universal cap- 
stone project. Their pref- 
erence would be the semi- 
nar option, but they’d pur- 
sue the capstone project if 
seminars won’t work. 

Some of the topics they’d 
consider for seminars 
would be _ journalism, 
Shakespeare, war and liter- 
ature, memoir and creative 
nonfiction, and _ horror, 
crime, and mystery. She 
said that. they would have 
focus groups to ask students 
what topics they’d want to 
hear about and then be able 
to identify a-format and 
viable course options. 

She also mentioned that 
the English department 
staff have already ex- 
pressed interest and in- 
vestment in a lot of the 
topics they’re considering, 
so she didn’t anticipate 
needing extra staff. 

Math CTL MaryBeth Val- 
uk then discussed changes 
to the mathematics pro- 
gram. Their first priority 
would be to eliminate the 
integrated math program. 
She explained that this 
track keeps students who 
don’t go into the honors 
track from 7th grade in 
college prep courses. Their 
only way out is to double 
up on math courses if they 
want to get into honors 
later on. 

The department also 
would like to offer more 
Computer Science and 
Computer Programming 
classes, along with a Fi- 
nancial Algebra class, as 
electives. 

School Committee mem- 
ber Jay Samaha commen- 
ted that he liked the idea 
of not pigeon-holing stu- 
dents into honors or col- 
lege prep only. Valuk em- 
phasized that they want 
students to be successful 
and challenged. 

David Ragsdale asked if 
there are teachers current- 
ly employed at the high 
school qualified to teach 
Computer Programming. 

“Whether we add some- 
body, I don’t know if that’s 
necessarily an option right 
now,” Valuk answered. 

She suggested instead 
that it could be solved with 
training and help from the 
College Board. 

Science CTL Julie Kim 
next proposed eliminating 
the choice for 9th graders 
between Physical Science 
and Biology. Instead, all 
9th graders would -take 
Biology, all 10th graders 
would take Chemistry, and 
llth graders could choose 
between Physics, Physical 
Science, and other elec- 
tives. 

“Sometimes [students’] 
math skills aren’t up to 


par when they get to phys- 
ical science,” she said. 

This would also give stu- 
dents more chances to pass 
a science MCAS: Biology 
MCAS in 9th grade (and a 
retest later that year), 
Chemistry MCAS in 10th 
grade, and Physical Sci- 
ence MCAS in 11th grade. 

They’d also introduce AP 
Physics 2 and Marine 
Science. She said that they 
had plenty of staff to cover 
all of the Biology classes 
and Marine Science, but 
someone would need to be 
trained to teach AP 
Physics 2. When the com- 
mittee asked if she expect- 
ed student interest in 
these new classes to con- 
tinue, Kim said they might 
as well offer the courses 
and see what students 
choose. 

In Social Studies, WHS 
Principal Linda Peters 
mentioned that they would 
introduce a third year of 
U. S. History from a global 
perspective for 11th gra- 
ders who’ve just taken U. 
S. History 1 and then 2. 
Right now, they move to 
World History in junior 
year. New electives they 
would offer would focus on 
mental health. 

Carlos-Luis Brown, For- 
eign Language CTL, shared 
plans to start offering Hon- 
ors Italian 1 and Honors 
French 1 for students who 
may want to start a new 
language once they get to 
high school. Beyond that, 
they would look to realign 
the courses between mid- 
dle and high school based 
on proficiency, but they’d 
need more time to create 
these pathways. 

He said they believe this 
will keep more kids en- 
gaged and involved in 
their language of choice. 

They’d also consider ma- 
king foreign language a 2- 
year graduation require- 
ment, following the lead of 
all but two other state dis- 
tricts. Brown reported that 
70-80 percent of students 
take three years of foreign 
language at the high 
school. The committee 
asked how students in spe- 
cial education would meet 
this requirement, and Brown 


replied that they could 


seek a waiver. 

After that, assistant prin- 
cipal Christopher Phillips 
talked about their. pro- 
posed changes to Business 
and Family and Computer 
Science. These would most- 
ly be in renaming classes, 
creating classes where stu- 
dents could earn Google or 
Microsoft certifications, 
and pursuing articulation 
with Middlesex Communi- 
ty College. They would al- 
so look to add more real- 
life skill courses like Life 
Management Skills and 
technology courses like 
Web Design and Computer 
Programming. 

Part of their intention in 
renaming classes and cre- 
ating technological offer- 
ings is possibly to entice 
more students to stay in 
district instead of going to 
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New Boston Street Bridge 


The New Boston Street Bridge was all too often a nice cuthrough from North Woburn’s New Boston Street 
(far right) to Wilmington’s Andover Street in the old days i.e. up until 1978 when it was destroyed by a fire.

Peters jumped back in for 
Visual Arts and introduced 
AP 2D and 3D_ Design 
along with foundational 
courses in Digital Media 
and 2D/3D Design. 

“This would allow stu- 
dents to-experience differ- 
ent mediums before decid- 
ing which higher-level arts 
course they’d like to pur- 
sue,”.she continued. 

For Visual and Perform- 
ing Arts, Anita DiLullo 
listed ideas for non-perfor- 
mance-based classes like 
guitar and ukulele, piano 
and keyboard, music pro- 
duction, and songwriting. 
Considering the current 
schedule of their staff, she 
said they would take more 
time fleshing out those 
ideas and thinking about 
making a graduation re- 
quirement. 

In Health and Physical 
Education, Laura Stinson 
explained that they would 
group students by age 
instead of 9th with 11th and 
10th with 12th graders. They 
would also look at designing 
course units into things like 
fitness, yoga and dance, 
and lifetime sports. 

Molly Dickerson spoke 
about potential changes to 
the GPA scale and class 
rank, where they would 
add points onto the 4.0 
scale and transition to a 
decile rank for students 
below the top 10. 

Chair Jenn Bryson asked 
if this particular proposal 
could come back again for 
more explanation. 

Brand reminded the com- 
mittee that the staff had 
asked for their approval 
for the seminars, the GPA 
and class rank changes, 
and creating graduation 
requirements for Visual 
and Performing Arts and 
World Language.

Affordable housing stock falls below 10 
percent, town susceptible to 40B project

the town’s current afford- 
able housing situation. Hull 
answered ‘that the Prince- 
ton Properties project had 
been stalled and not able to 
obtain building permits in 
time, so the town had fallen 
below 10 percent affordable 
housing. 

Gingrich followed up ex- 
plaining that the Con- 
servation Commission ap- 
proval had been appealed, 
which kept the project 
from seeking the building 
permit in the year that 
they had to do that. With- 
out the building permit, 
the affordable units could- 
n’t be counted toward Wil- 
mington’s minimum re- 
quirement. She also said 
that the town looked for 
extensions and caveats, 
but ultimately hadn’t been 
able to obtain either. 

Gary DePalma asked 
that this project be 
brought before the board 
as an agenda item being 
that it is a large project. 
Hull mentioned that the 
Princeton Properties proj- 
ect needed board appro- 
val, so that was why it 
came before the board; 
however, this project does- 
n’t need board approval. 

Bendel also said that 
the rest of the process is 
very public as it goes 
through tech review, the 
Planning Board, the 
Conservation Commis- 
sion, and the Board of Ap- 
peals. He wanted to make 
the public aware of the 
process and how they 
could be involved without 
adding an extra unneces- 
sary step for developers. 

O’Connell added that it 


may not be advantageous 
to show that Wilmington 
can be brought unfriend- 
ly 40B projects. Gingrich 
noted the fact that the 
‘project proponents were 
aware of when Wilming- 
ton fell below the 10 per- 
cent mark and started 
work on their project af- 
ter that. She also said 
that there was no limit to 
how many affordable 
housing projects that 
could be submitted at the 
same time. 

Kevin Caira asked if the 
Princeton Properties pro- 
posal could now introduce 
additional units. Gingrich 
responded that their ap- 
provals are only for 108 
units, so they would have 
to start the process all 
over in order to change 
the total number. He also 
asked if the board could 
get something in the pub- 
lic records of these types 
of projects. 

Some communications 
announced the receipt of 
grants for cybersecurity 
awareness, MIAA rewards, 
and the open space plan. 

Public Works Director 
Mike Woods wrote to the 
board that they still hadn’t 
received the results of the 
Jan. 5 PFAS test. The 
board was also warned 
about the Verizon cable 
license expiring, the new 
precincts being approved, 
and an Eagle Scout proj- 
ect for a memorial for 
Leslie W. Wicks. 

Hull had asked town 
employees to write about 
the deficiencies of the 
current town hall build- 
ing, and he read from a 
statement from Karen 
Campbell which refer- 


enced a lack of office 
space, sinks with cold 
water, deficient heating 
and air conditioning, and 
no area for private con- 
versations. 

They voted to sign: the 
warrant for the special 
Town Meeting, the license 
agreement for the Far- 
mers Market, appointing 
election workers for this — 
year, reappointing the 
town manager until 2024, 
and the replacement of 
existing voting machines. 
- In announcements, Ben- 
del wished Assistant 
Town Manager Kerry Col- 
burn-Dion a healthy re- 
tirement and mentioned 
the March 8 special Town 
Meeting for the new 
Wildwood School at the 
Shriner’s Auditorium. 

One last issue the board 
brought up was that the 
Buzzell Senior Center had 
been closed. Hull respon- 
ded that this was a rec- 
ommendation made by 
Board of Health Director 
Shelly Newhouse and fol- 
lowed by Elderly Services 
Director Terri Marciello. 
He shared that they 
would reconvene at the 
end of the week to decide 
whether to reopen on 
Jan. 31 as long as COVID- 
19 numbers went down. 

The Salute to Service 
went out to Edward Collins 
for his service in the Army 
Reserves. Bendel said 
Collins was a faithful man, 
a-family man, and a youth 
.coach in town. He expres- 
sed condolences to his fa- 
mily since he passed away 
last week at the age of 73. 

The next Board of Sel- 
ectmen meeting will be 
on Feb. 14 at 7 p.m. 


Superintendent proposes 2.5 percent budget increase for FY23 
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brary books budget, which 
Lord said was requested 
by Mrs. Peachey, who had 
worked with curriculum 
team leaders to create 
this ask. The new books 
would be put in school li- 
braries. 

For all of the teaching 
departments, Assistant 
Superintendent of Fi- 
nance and Administration 


Paul Ruggiero mentioned 
that these were the funds 
as requested by each indi- 
vidual department. 
Ragsdale asked about 
where the idea for pre-k 
music class came from, 
and Ruggiero responded 
that Anita. DiLullo had 
offered it for no additional 
cost one day per week. 
Brand went on to explain 
that despite the drop in 
enrollment, the complexi- 


ty of student needs creat- 
ed the need for additional 
educational assistants, 
counselors, and psycholo- 
gists. 

“Overall, general educa- 
tion staffing has declined 
fairly significantly,” he 
continued. 

Brown-LeGrand added 
that the special education 
department had empha- 
sized keeping students in 
district, where the budget 


would be $2.3 million, 
compared to an out-of-dis- 
trict proposed budget of 
$13.6 million. 

Personnel totals would 
be changing from 487.9 
full time equivalent (FTE) 
this year to 489.45 FTE 
next year. The overall bud- 
get was increasing 2.5 per- 
cent, going up from $44.8 
million this year to $45.9 
million. 

Brand mentioned next 


steps for the district’s 
budget recommendation 
including the public budg- 
et hearing on Feb. 16, the 
Finance Committee pres- 
entation on March 1, and 
the Town Meeting vote on 
April 30. 

Jay Samaha noted that 
this year’s budget increase 
was also 2.5 percent, while 
in years past it had been 
even higher. 

“T think you’re all to be ap- 


plauded keeping [the budg- 
et] within what the town 
wants,” he commented. 

He reiterated the- de- 
crease in general educa- 
tion staff that was a re- 
flection of the drop in en- 
rollment. 

Jenn Bryson also shared 
appreciation for the un- 
derstanding of the budget 
and all of the thought that 
had gone into the presen- 
tation.

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“We took an effort to re- 
duce the amount of money 
we’re looking to take from 
free cash and capital sta- 
bilization,” said Hull, “in 
part recognizing that we 
have some large projects 
on the horizon.” 

These would be the new 
Wildwood School, the sen- 
ior center, the town hall/ 


school administration buil- 
ding, and a new fire sub- 
station. 

Among proposed high- 
cost capital items would 
be upgrades to the com- 
munications system for 
backup radios, replacing 
one ambulance and two 
police cruisers, installing 
new public safety warning 
lights, replacing DPW 
trucks, and replacing the

traffic lights at the inter- 
section of Shawsheen Ave- 
nue, Hopkins Street, and 
Lake Street. 

Some school-related items 
included the boilers at the 
Woburn Street School, re- 
placing the roof of the 
Shawsheen Street School, 
and new projectors and PA 
systems at various schools. 
Hull also referenced the 
use of some American Res- 

y 


cue Plan Act funds for 
things like Woburn Street 
water main and cache 
basin replacements. 

In total, these would take 
$750,000 from Chapter 90, 
$3 million from the tax 
levy, $1.2 million from free 
cash, $1 million from wa- 
ter, and $825,000 from cap- 
ital stabilization. 

Hull gave shoutouts to 
Assistant Town Manager 


Kerry Colburn-Dion and 
Finance Director Bryan 
Perry in addition to all of 
the department heads giv- 
ing realistic budgets and 
making way for changes. 
The full budget will go to 
the Finance Committee 
department by department 
and then Town Meeting for 
resident approval on April 
30.

board members 


didn’t delve into deep com- 
ments that night, but look- 
ed forward to participating 
in the Finance Committee 
meetings and asking all of 
their questions. Some con- 
cerns they brought up were 
the vacancies in the police 
department, the increase 
of the school budget given 
enrollment, and the overall 
increase of the town budget 
by 4.83 percent.
